A dispatch received late last 
nisht friini .Icr.vey City di.-^cln.-ed 
that .seventy dele:;ale.s to the 
Prague Youth Kc.sli\al licrc just 
arrived in Jersey City abroad tlic 
YuRoslav liner "Radnik" slated that 
they "found « remarkable enthus- 
iasm and spirit among the Yugo- 
Slav youth ..." 

Premier Tito wa.s de.-ei il)ed as a 
"pretty ie;;iilar «uy" liy llie leadei 
nf tlic Canadiim delc;;alicin. Homer 
Stevens, 24, of Vancouver. Stevens 
added that his group hnd° worked 
on the "Youth Raiwny" between 
Sarajevo and Snmac at the invita- 
tion of the world Federation of 
Democratic Youth. The orsaniza- 
tion sponsored the Youth Festival. 

The Youth Festival was attended 
by delegates from scvcnty-two 
countries. Aboard the "Radnik" 
last night, together with the Can-

arid honestly, and to provide them 
with a background of knowledge 
and some criteria for the intelli- 
gent exercise o( their judgment in 
order to help them, not only in 
their professional spheres, but also 
in their participation in the life 
of the community and the enjoy- 
ment of their leisure hours." 



'That purpose ( aiiiint be achieved 
by buildings, laboratories, scienti- 
fic equipment or even by libraries 
alone," he added. 

He pointed out that one of thi- 
great functions ol the. imiversity 
wa5 to train young people to be 



fill in personal and professional 
life. 

Without good leaching he em- 
phasised, even the most ititelliscnt 
youth endowed with natural ;;ood 
taste would, at the v ery least, waste 
much valuabje tiine. 

Members of the leaching profes- 
sion, he stres.«cd,. are still inade- 
quately rcmimeratcd and are far 
from enjoying the prestige to 
which they are entitled by the im- 
portant and heavy responsibilities 
which they bear. 

The Chancellor urged the fresh- 
man class to use Judgment In de- 
ciding 'on 'the amount ' of ' extra- 
curricular' activities which they 
could undertake without adverse ef- 
fect on their academic standing.

"McGill has always been, is. and 
I hope, will always be a private 
institution." the chancellor told the 
meeting, wliich was .itlcnded by 
such notables as His Excellency. 
Lord Alexander of Tunis, the Hon. 
Ray Athcrton, United States Am- 
bassador to Canada, and Dr. Tid- 
marsh. president of the Graduates' 
Society. 

In celcbratioK the memory of 
James McGill founder of the uni- 
versity. Chancellor Tyndale traced 
the development of the university 
over the past quarter century. He 
pointed -out; that there had been 
notable increases in expenditure, 
teaching staff, and enrolment. Last 
session, he said, 'McGill enrolled 
more than fl.noo students as against 
2,890 during the years 1023-36. 

The noted .jurist paid special 
tribute to veterans attending uni- 
versity. "More than 30 per cent of 
the students last year were vet- 
erans." he pointed out. "and their 
records w-crc highly satisfactory."

At yesterday's convocation McGilPs new 
Chancellor, Chirf .lustirc 0. S. Tynsdalp, 
McGill's first graduate tn he so honored, spoke 
his views on education. 

It was his opinion that the main puiiiosn of 
a university was to train young people to think 
clearly and honestly; to provied them with a 
background of knowledge and sonic criferifi for 
intelligent exercise of their judgment in all 
occasions. 

In his speech tlic Clianceiior emphasized 
that technical training must be accomplished 
by a generous amount of liberal arts for the 
successful completion of a well rounded educa- 
tion so necessary in a mechnnistic world. 

Here, we feel, is a word of truth that every 
technical student should take to heart. Wc have 
heard rumors abroad to the extent that the honor 



science courses may, in the near future, become 
of five years duration instead of the present four 
year ones. 

This move would be to allow students in 
tiiesc courses to take at least one liberal art 
Mibjcct a year, while still maintaining the 
present five cour.«cs per year. 

Only by such means can the technical 
student emerge from his departmentalized 
science to view and aiiprcciate the world into 
which he must fit botli personally and pirofcs- 
sionally. 

In the words of the Chancellor . . . "Our 
reputation in the fields of medical, biological 
aiid physical science has been considerably en- 
hanced .... but I do fear that some of us may 
be inclined at times to forget tliat the main 
purpose of a university i? to train our young 
people to think clearly and honestly, and to 
provide them with a background of knowledge 
. . , . that purpose cannot be achieved by build- 
ing?, laboratories, scientific equipment, or even 
by libraties, alone.— T.E.B. 



THE FORGE: ARTS VS. SCIENCE 



♦ (Conlri 

The war has undoubtedly produced a rift, 
in our culture between science and tlic arts." 
During U»c war, nations were concernrd almost 
wholly with scientific thing?. The moral aiid 
cultural issues which were antithetical scejrird 
clear in people's minds, but since survival- de- 
pended upon force, the great amount of intel- 
lection, energy, and money which was summoned 
to meet the crisis was turned towards science 
and industry. And those fields have profited 
permanently. While the struggle has hardly 
decreased in fervour, we arc no longer in a 
position where survival depends wholly on force, 
and it is time now (hat wc rettirned the arts 
to their place in our civilization, that we rein- 
forced our culture lest it should lose its eriui- 
Ijbrium by bcpoming too mechanistic. 

The arts cannot thrive in the hands of a 
small group of professionals alone — their place 
is in the life of businessmen, lawyers, scientists, 
men of ever}' occupation.

Not, only (he individual, 
but our culture in general will suffer from this 
trend. 

Wc feel tlint "The Forge" can be a factor 
in co-ordinating the knowledge of McGill 
students. 'The Forge" is the literary magazine 
of (he University. Il is not a magazine by and 
for students of English, or the Faculty of Arts. 
Wc invite contributions from students in evcrj' 
field, especially articles concerning their work, 
which arc of a sufficiently non-technical pre- 
sentation to be of interest to all. Something 
wiiich is common knowledge to advanced 
students in a certain field may lie of interest to 
otliers who arc unacquainted with the. .eulOccl.

World 6overnment-A Critical Reply

^Editor's Note: The following article teas received 
at an open reply to Mr. Ralph Cohen's article, 
"Building a World Government," which was printed 

Friday, October 3.) 

So Mr. Ralph Colien Uiinlis a World Government 
is well under way within the framework ot the 

• United Nations. In the Daily's Issue of October 3 
he airs his stubborn optimism regarding the future 
possibilities of the UN— and does so with an Inno. 
cent fervor that to a European seems to be more 
tragic than encouraging. 

In a way Mr. Cohen is right: a World Govern- 
ment is really in the making. In a way he is wrong: 

. the present Charter of the United Nations will never 
form the foundation of anything that bears the 
faintest resemblance of a World Government. 

It is not enough Just to go through the statutes 
of the UN (as Mr. Cohen has evidcnUy done), draw 
forth some developments of the past, and then con- 
fidently declare, "This ii Q.K. At last we have 

. found a way out" 

In doing so one forgets the Inescapable and far 
more important facts of today's political constella- 
tion. 

Gone are the days when the peoples of the world 
were living in the hope of eternal peace under Wen- 
dell Willkic's One-World scheme. Gone arc the days 
when informed political .luthorities naively were 
looking forward to an era of mutual understanding 
and peaceful exchange of ideas between east and 
west 

The fact that the world has been divided Into 
two must— however reluctantly— be re.nlizcd. if n 
acnsclcss idealism b.nr.s the way of the realization of 
this simple fact, if democratic policy is still conduct- 



ed in the hope of eventual agreement with Com- 
munist Russia, then a World Government will inev- 
itably become a reality. From behind thc'solid walls 
of the Kremlin a handful of commissars will proud- 
ly determine the fate of One Communist World. 

It may be difficult for an American or for s 
Canadian to sec this. First, because they are too 
far away from the ideological battlefields of Europe. 
Secondly, because their own experience has proved 
the posaibility of uniting many different peoples 
uiTder one flag and one government. 

As a European and a former member of a Euro- 
pean Communist party, I -have had ample opportun- 
ity to look behind the scenes and to obtain a first- 
hand knowledge about the Communist conspiracy 
against mankind. And. Mr. Cohen, 1 believe that I 
am fully entitled to assure you that as long as there 
is a Soviet Union it, is mere nonsense to speak about 
the United Nations as the basis of a World Govern- 
ment. 

The sole aim of Communist Russia Is the dom- 
ination of the world by Communism. The Kremlin 
is, and will always be, striving toward the establish- 
ment of Marxism-Leninlsm-SUllnIsm as the only 
true religion for all Inhabitants of UiU earth. The 
cpmplete reaUzaUon of Uiis fact is more' important 
than anyUiIng else if democracy is to be saved. 

Russia is a member of the United Nations. Isn't 
mat an encouraging thing? Not at all. It is noth- 
ing but a firm guarantee that that organization will 
never come to work. 

Dear Mr. Cohen. Don't call me a "warmonKcr." 
I just wanted to tell you th,Tl the tragic realities of 
our day make your idealism sound like sweet music 
from a fairly-taie world where red is an unknown 
color.

If my readers will forgive the 
impertinence of comments on art 
from one who could not draw a 
cow to save his life, I will give 
some impressions of the one-man- 
show by MIml Parent which Is due 
to leave the Dominion Galleries. 
Miss Parent, a charming and at- 
tractive person, has received a 
great deal of F'-;t>Ilclty In Time 
Magazine and in the local press of 
late. The question arises in my 
mind as to whether this publicity 
comes as the result of any intrinsic 
merit in Miss Parent's art or 
whether It is not rather the fact 
that a competent young woman of 
twenty-three is presenting a one- 
man-show. 

A detailed criticism of the exhi- 
bition by another writer (who. toy 
the way, is far belter disposed to- 
wards it than I am) will appear on 
this page tomorrow. 

As fiir as I could see they were 
good enough pictures, showing ex- 
cellent use of design, facility at 
drawing, skillful use of colour. An 
examination of these pictures fur- 
tlicr reveals a multiplicity of of 
styles, carying from picture to pic- 
ture. The drawings are Matisse, the 
still life.'! Cezanne. Van Gogh 
nbound.s, and I met someone who 
dctccled a benign influence with 
which I am not familiar, that of 
Pellan. As nearly as I could see 
there was little evidence of the be- 
ginnings of individuality of expres- 
sion both of style and, more im- 
portant, of subject matter and Its 
treatment which should character- 
ize a promising young artist. 

A few studcnls at art schools In 
the St.TtCi whom I met over the 
summer have assured me that their 
training has stressed originality of 
expression once mundamentals 
were mastered. The French schools 
have been avoided for a long time, 
and even the Mexican masters, once 
In vogue, are not being held up for 
the purpose of imlt.ntion. 

Passing from Miss Parcnf.s work, 
which Is really far better than 
most of the work by Canadian art- 
ists which has come to my notice, 
I would like to make the observa- 
tion that imitation of "schools" 
purely and simply for the sake of 
Imitation is at all times undesir- 
able. It Is necessary that a student 
use the work which has gone be- 
fore as a jumping-off point but he 
or she should not feel virtuous 
while doing so. Art for form's 
sake, nrt for color's sake, or even 
Art for MY sake, s not art, 

Dogmalie Opinion No. Is Men 
have painted (and for that matter. 
wriUen or composed) for a variety 
of reasons. The cave man drew 
a buffalo on his wall, perhaps, to 
symbolically capture the beast and 
render It harmless and easily 
caught. By and large, the artist has 
perceived something in life which 
he feels that his fellow may have 
overlooked, and so communicates 
it in the medium of his choice. It 
ma ybe no more than a new w.^y 
of looking at sunlight. In our pres- 
ent age of stress, it is likely that 
an artist with no more message 
than this will be overlooked.

Dawson Students can 
leave their contributions with Jim 
Coyle, or send them directly to the 
McGill Union. The editors will not 
read untidy or untyped manu- 
scripts.

Vii'ginia Prof. 
Declares War 
Not Imminent 



"A war between Russia and the 
Western Powers is not imminent," 
■aid Professor Joseph P. Sollars, in 
an interview at the University of 
West Virginia. After an extensive 
stay in the U.S.S.R., he considered 
the possibility of war very slight. 

This Universityl Professor at 
present lecturing in Economics, 
served with a U.S. military mission 
in the Soviet Union Xrom 1943 
through June, 1945, His duties 
were many and varied, running 
from General Secretary work to 
procuring proper housing facilities 
for diplomats and guests at the 
Yalta Conference. 

The Russian people, as a whole, 
are in his opinion, "Friendly to the 
United States," Americans livin;; 
there are treated with the utmost 
courtesy and respect he added. 

In reply to questions. Prof. Sol- 
lars said, "living standards do not 
compare with those iiS the United 
States, but the peasant class is sat- 
isfied because it is a great im- 
provement over the life they for- 
merly experienced." He further 
added that only through further 
rcconsliuclion can Russia's domes- 
tic problems be alleviated. He re- 
cmphasied further that war be- 
tween the Soviet Union and the 
United Stales was impossible. 

Professor Sollar.s had extensive 
cnntacl with Russian civilians, and 
fn'iA that he found Ihcm to be more 
like Americans, than any other 
European people.

It is evident, then, that primury 
and secondary schools have a rough 
road ahead of them, with condi- 
tions getting worse before they can 

be called good. The condition is 
not confined lo Canada, if that is 
any consolation. One out of every 
seven teachers in the United Slates 
is serving on an emergency or .sub- 
standard certificate and 70,000 
teaching positions were unfilled 
this spring. 

Whafs Wrong 

Why do these conditions exist in 
Canada and the United States? 
Why do students not consider the 
IcachinR jirofcssion a Rood risk? 
Basically, say those wlin have in- 
vestigated most closely, young peo- 
ple turn away from teaching be- 
cause of the poor salaries paid. 
The factory worker with little or 
no education making things for our 
curren^ use receives greater com- 
pensation' on the avcraRe than 
teachers who arc training our chil- 
dren lo be the citizens of the 
future. ' ' . ■ . 

Let us admit lo begin with that 
11 is itnpossible to make an .accur- 
ate comparison of teachers* salaries 
across Canada. There arc too many 
variations in the' type and cost of 
housing, 'board,' and '.transporta-, 
tion, and one school demands more 
hours of work than another. 

Probably the best way to get an 
idea of the ranfic is to take the 
lowest and hiRhest minimum and 
the lowest and liiRhcsl maximum 
for three Rrades of teacher in Can- 
adian cities. The followinR arc 
compiled from a list supplied by 
the Canadian Education Associa-

frnni .SR,i4 to Sl.fln,'). or 28.0 per cent. 
Tlli.-i piM'iillois cldsoly tiie .situation 
in the United States duriiiR the 
same period, where employed i)cr- 
sons outside the field of education 
received 79 per cent more on the 
jivrriiRc. while teachers received 
only ;ii per cent more. The 1941 
liRure.s fur Canada, i.^sucd by the 
Doniinion Diuoau of Stati.'^tic.-'. ;irc 
the liitc.<t availal)lc to us. but we 
are informed that teachers' siilar- 
ics have incrciuscd in Canada much 
more since 1944 than in the pre- 
ceding five years. 

Ciimmunlty ReroRnitioii 
Next to salary, probably the 
Rrcatcst need of the piofcssion is 
for a sane and sensible community 
recoRnition of the teachers. The 
Earl of Birkenhead, writing learned 
essays on famous court cases, said 
disparagingly "an elderly unknown 
a.ssistnnt-mastcr would hardly 
be cho.-icn as an cciua! coni|).ini(iii." 
It i.< sad to think that tho late lUtii- 
Century snobbishness i.s .still re- 
flected in the community's regard 
for teachers. Young people arc dis- 
couraged by the idea that teaching 
is thought of by the public as a 
routine task. Tc.ichcr.s thcnisclves 
roLiard it as ;i fii'si-class job of 
siiclal cnpincrrinR. buildinR for the 
future and imparling influences 
that will continue generation after 
generation. 

Lamentably enough, loo many in- 
terpret llieir obli«ation to ••lake an 
fntcre.st in education" as an invita- 
tion to pry into and Rovcrn the 
leather's private life. Teachers are 
human beings, subject to the same 
impulses and entitled to the same 
personal freedom and respect as 
are other professional workers. 
"The private life of a teacher." .said 
Dr. Laycoek in an address to the 
Alberta School Trustees' Associa- 
tion two years ago, "should be sub- 
ject to the same criticism as th'at 
of any other citizen— no more and 
no less. He should take his share 
in community leadership, as'is .ex- 
pected (if all other citizens — no 
more and no less. He i.s not the 
chore boy of the community. Nor 
should he be shut off from com- 
munity activity any more than the 
business men or other professional 
men are cut off." 

Living Conditions. 
Unsatisfactory living conditions 
loom' large in the, minds of young 
people, especially women, who arc 
considering entering the teaching 
profession. 

Many teachers, attracted by tlie 
creative opportunities and pcrson;il 
sali.sfaction they believe e.\ist in ihc 
profcs.sioM, have become disen- 
chanted wlien introduced to their 
living quarter.s in a crowded home. 
Others find teachcrages which arc 
poorly equipped, poorly furnished, 
and isolated.

Tnerc were 2.5 teachers wiio 
boarded at rates from $10 to $28 a 
month, O'hly five of the houses had lug. 
furiiiiccs, bedrooms were too cold 
and .so they hod lo do their work 
and siudyiiiR in tlic kitcliens with 
tlic rest of the family, often to the 
acconipaninuM\t of radios or noi.sy 
children. Only three of Ihc homes 
had running water, indoor toilets 
and electric light. 

It cannot be said that juch con- 
ditions attract young people into 
the profession. Superintendents find 
it extremely difficult to get good 
teachers for rural schools, and then 
1(1 keep tlieni. Tcacliers are much 
nidie readily convertible to other 
(iccujiat inns llian are (idler wiiikecs 
(() (cachiiiR. .Mter a period, som-;- 
timcs only part of a jcar, in condi- 
tions which verge un the plonccrin<: 
age, they move lo new- ucciiniiilons 
or to urban sshonls. It will surprix* 
many to learn that the avcr»::;e pro- 
fessional life of male teachers is 
only 7.5 years, and of female tcae'n- 
crs .ï.n yeai-'-'. aceording lo lhc.l::iil- 
inRs of a subcommittee of Ihc .M- 
bcrta Post War Reconstriution 
Committee in lO-l.î. Compared with 
any other profcsison, this reflects 
serious instability and unduly high 
replacement costs. 

Material Improvements in 
school.s. living conditions and so on 
will contribute tn tlic .stability of 
the most important pcr.-on in edu- 
cnllon. the teacher. A Rood teach- 
er is the result not only of natural 
ability, .study and sound training, 
but of contentment. The teacher 
must have health, vitality, and in- 
telligence. The best teachers have 
good personalities, they are sin- 
tcre. well-rounded individual, vi- 
tally interested in their work and 
able to transmit tlioir knowlcdRo to 
students.' As h- S. Mowat, Profes- 
sor of Education al Daihousic Uni- 
versity remarked in Public Affairs: 
"You need not expect to get this 
paragon for two, dollars a day. As 
in other walks of life to get qual- 
ity you must pay for it." 

Tlic rrofcssion 
The teaching ' profession is at 
once a great .art and to a consider- 
able extent a science. There arc 
bookish blockheads In it as in 
every other profession, and you 
come upon teachers who arc faded 
in a noticeable measure from the 
.sliarp and .stronR pattern .so much 
dcvired; but these are not typical. 
Teachers on the whole radiate in- 
terest and enthusiasm to their .stu- 
dciiLs in a blend of personality and i 
skill. They have a rare courage: 1 
Iho courage to repeat day after day | 
the same lessons in a way to kocp 
tliem always interesting and arrest-
